LB 326 eliminates food stamp coverage for non-United-States citizens. The bill also 
eliminates Medicaid coverage, eligibility for financial assistance under section 43-515 (ADC), 
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and aid to the blind and disabled coverage for “non-United-States citizens lawfully admitted, 
regardless of the date entry was granted, into the United States for permanent residence.”
